NOVELTY (N) Claims 1-12: 

The claimed invention lacks novelty in view of a large number of documents of which Dl to 12 are only 
examples. Claim 1 defines "a communications device comprising a radio signal receiver and an associated 
power source, converting radio signals into an audio signal; the radio signal receiver being enclosed within a 
helmet wherein the helmet is wearable by a user to allow the user to receive the audio signals whilst affording 
the user at least some protection from injury", which is nothing but common general knowledge in the art of 
sporting and recreation activities. All the documents Dl to D12 disclose all the essential features of the claim 1. 

The remaining features of appended claims 2-12 are typical in the devices of this type of protective/ sporting 
headgear and they cannot be considered as contributing to patentable ingenuity. Therefore, claims 2-12 also lack 
novelty when compared with any of the citations Dl to D12.
